Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Merrimack, N. H., on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the town officers salaries. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Town officers expenses. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for election and registration, 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for overseer poor. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for town hall and other buildings. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the police department. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the fire department. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for fighting forest fires and, for the purchase of 
equipment for forest fire work, or take any action thereto. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for moth extermination and blister rust. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
_and appropriate for the health department. 

13. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid on class 

2 or class 5 highways and raise and appropriate the money for 
the same. 
Chapter 67, Laws of 1937, provides for the laying out of a Sec- 
ondary State Highway System, and also provides assistance by 
the State for the construction of roads on this system. If this 
aid is desired, it must be expended on the Baboosic road, and 
the State will contribute $2,128.00 provided the town will raise 
$2,128.00. 
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It also provides that nothing in the act should prevent a town 
from receiving, at their option, aid for the construction of their 
Class 5 Highways. 

If aid is desired under this provision, T, R. A. so called, the 
town must raise $827.80 and the State will contribute $3,311.19. 
No town may receive both class 2 and class a. year, 

14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repairs of highways and bridges. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Oil and Tar. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the removal of snow or, take any action relating 
thereto, 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the street lights in the village of Reeds Ferry or, take 
any action thereto. 

18. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Town Library. 

19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for town poor, including aid to Soldiers. 

20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Old Age Assistance. 

21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day. 

22. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $200.00 
towards a fourth of July Celebration to be held in Merrimack 
under the direction of the Merrimack Fire Department or, take 
any action thereto. 

23. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the care of Cemeteries. 

24. To see if the town will vote to accept and maintain the 
road over the Pine Knoll Shores property from the highway to 
the lake known as Carter road, or take any action thereto. 

25. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount for the 
early payment of taxes and make appropriations for the same, 
or take any action thereto. 

26. To see if the town will vote to allow the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes, or take any action thereto. 

27. ‘To see if the town will vote to accept the gift of a piece 
of land from the International Shoe Co. Known as Fraser Square 
in the village of Merrimack, and maintain the same the name to 
remain Fraser Square. 

28. To see if the town will vote to hire a full time nurse who 
is to reside in Merrimack and, be on call to all town people, the 
same to be appointed by the Health Officer and approved by the 
Selectmen. And raise and appropriate money for the same. 
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29. To see if the town will vote to revalue all property in the 
town and raise and appropriate money for the same or, take any 
action thereto. 

30. To hear the reports of the town officers, and transact any 
other business that may legally come before the meeting, raise 
and appropriate money for the same.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


As this year has been an unusual one for our Town, the 
hurricane inflicting such damages and expenses on us, the se- 
_lectmen feel that some explanation is due the taxpayers. 

We feel that Merrimack was fortunate in having W.P.A. 
projects this past year, for aside from it lowering the relief cost 
we were spared the most of the expense of hurricane clearance, 
which is still in progress. Towns in the path of the hurricane 
that did not have W.P.A. assistance had to stand practically 
all of this great expense 


In May, with the cooperation of our road agents, we 
were successful in obtaining for the town a project. Up to the 
time of the hurricane the town put $1,144.91 into this project 
and the Federal Government $7,868.97. Beginning with the 
hurricane clearance October 7th the Federal Government stood 
the entire expense of the W.P.A. work here, and up to January 
31st this amounted to $5,711.76. 


When the first project was received the selectmen did 
not realize that they would have to put a considerable amount 
of time on this work, consequently this cost does not show 
in the town reports as W.P.A. expenses, but is included in the 
general expenses and salaries, swelling them considerably. 


Theere were detailed reports on hurricane damage re- 
quired by the State and County as well as investigations to be 
made for the American Red Cross requiring much of the Select- 
men’s time.

There was one change in the teaching staff at McGaw 
Normal Institute this year. Miss Ann Frederick of Simmons 
College, was elected to fill the vacancy created by the decease 
of Miss Helen Upton. The enrollment at McGaw this year is 
a little larger than during the past few years, as indicated by 
the tabulation. 

The requirement of the State Department of Education 
for state aid in a two room building is that there must be more 
than thirty-five pupils. However if the enrollment in a two 
room building drops below that number, state aid approval is 
continued for one or two years to make sure that the drop 1s 
not temporary. The enrollment in the Reed’s Ferry school has 
been below thirty-five for the past two years and so this year 
it was necessary to close one room in that school. In order to 
provide better instruction, than would be possible with eight 
grades and thirty-two or thirty-three pupils in one room, at 
Reed’s Ferry, the School Board has transported pupils in the 
first three grades to the primary room at Merrimack. The pri- 
mary room at Reed’s Ferry will be re-opened whenever there 
is assurance that there will be more than thirty-five pupils to 
attend this school. 

The No. 5 school house at Reed’s Pond has been the 
smallest in the district. For several years there has been a 
gradual increase in the number of children attending this school. 
‘Last year, and so far this year, there have been twenty-eight 
children. Recognizing the overcrowded condition which existed 
in this school, the school board, during the Christmas vacation, 
had the building enlarged, adding about one hundred and ten 
square feet of floor space to the class room and providing a new 
and larger coat room. ‘This has greatly increased the comfort 
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and convience at this school. 

Achievement tests were given during the latter part of 
last year and intelligence and achievement tests will be given 
again this year. An effort is being made to adapt the work to 
the individual needs of each child. 

The teachers are all continuing their efficient and effec- 
tive ‘service.

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| REPORT OF 
THE HEADMASTER OF McGAW INSTITUTE 


The school year opened September 7, 1938 with a total 
enrollment at the end of the first school week of forty-eight pu- 
pils. The “mortality rate” has been higher this year than last, 
and the school register now shows a total enrollment of forty: 
three seniors, eleven juniors, thirteen sophmores. twelve fresh- 
men, and one Post-graduate. Of the “left-school” group one was 
a senior, one a junior, three sophmores and four freshmen. Three 
of this group transferred to other schools and the remaining six 
left school for various reasons. We have had one transfer to 
our school. 

Of last year’s graduating class of six, two are pursuing 
post-secondary school education this year--one at Keene Nor- 
mal School and the other at the University of New Hampshire. 
Two others intended to continue their education but were pre- 
vented by illness. 

Biology, for freshmen and sophmores, has been added to 
the curriculum this year and solid geometry is being taken by 
four junior and senior boys. 

The school voted last spring almost unanimously (twen- 

ty-eight to eight) to retain the half-hour noon period. This 
practice is being continued as it greatly facilitates the operation 
of the school during that period. Noon lunches, served under 
the direction of Miss Anne K. Frederick, are again being afford- 
ed the school at a minimum cost. About twenty students avail 
themselves of this opportunity. 

The Home Arts Club, the Stamp Club, and the French 
Club, are commanding attention from most of the Student Body. 

The school play “The Ready-Made Family” was present- 
ed last spring. It was a financial and social success. The an- 
nual senior play was presented in the Town Hall December 16, 
1938. The cast was selected from the entire student body. 
Miss Sleeper again proved an able and willing assistant. 

The social life of McGaw has improved noticeably dur- 
ing the past year. More wholesome and spontaneous partici- 
pation on the part of the student body has made our school 
functions more successful. I sincerely hope some definite action 
is taken this year concerning student use of the Town Hall. for 
their social functions. I do not feel that a premium should be 
placed on student social life. 

The musical program is limited at present to the one 
hour a week under the direction of Mr. Priske. We both hope 
to organize and develop a school band, or orchestra, and any 
material aid in the form, or means, for instruments would be 
greatly appreciated. 
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“Field trips” for furthering education have been spon- 
sored by the various classes. The French Club has enjoyed 
parties with the Amherst French Club--one having been held 
at Amherst and the other here at McGaw. The Freshman class 
and Sophmore Class in English (Miss Frederick) expected to 
have debates with the Pelham group this spring. 

Our recreational facilities are still limited. We have had 
school activities in various sports, and we had a fairly success- 
ful boy’s ball team last spring. Some of our students entered the 
Wilton Winter Carnival--carrying McGaw colors to new fields. 
It is desirable that more recreational facilities be made for 
McGaw students. 

I wish to thank the loyal patrons of McGaw Normal 
Institute for their interest and support which greatly helps to 
make our efforts successful. The success of our functions is 
made possible only through your backing and cooperation.
